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INTRODUCTION BY THE EDITOR: GRADING INTO THE NINETIES 

Harry E. Salyards 

There's been a lot of brave talk lately about how the slabbing of coins 
has cured the perennial grading problem. It hasn't. Nor will it, no matter 
how good the intentions of its promoters, as long as it is used as a kind of 
fishing expedition for the highest conceivable grade. And that will remain 
the case as long as there is human greed. There is simply too much money to 
be made on the 'spread' between MS-64 and MS-65, for example, to not see the 
marginal gem submitted again and again in search of the elusive "65." And 
contrary to assertions that the market for collector material remains insulated 
from such 'product marketing,' there are in fact a growing number of overgraded 
copper coins in slabs. One EAC member dealer, whose grading is widely known 
to be impeccable, recently listed the following:

The same kind of pieces are beginning to show up in auctions. Compare 
the plates, for example, of Heifetz: 3424, an S-59 described somewhat tongue- 

in-cheek as having "scuffing. . .on Liberty's cheek" and "somewhat irregular 
rims" (dinged?), but nonetheless a PCGS "62," with Halpern lots 80 and 81, 
also S-59's, and each obviously a superior coin, though called only "AU-55"-- 
or Heifetz: 909, an S-55 in a PCGS slab as "EF-40," with the S-54 which ap- 
peared as Robinson: 94 (the two varieties share a common obverse): the latter, 

called "VF-30," is clearly the superior specimen. (It is interesting to note 
that, in the latter case, the purchaser of the Heifetz coin clearly bought 
the coin itself rather than the grading opinion: it sold for $1210, versus 

the Robinson coin at $2310. The purchaser of lot 3424 did not fare so well, 
paying $3960.) 

But, you purchasers of two- and low three-figure coins may be asking, 
what does all this high finance have to do with me? Plenty. Bluntly put, 
if a sharpie can get a $200 AU-58 late date into an MS-62 slab at $1200, you 
can either: 

a) lose your shirt at full price 

b) lose your shirt at half price 

or c) pay 50% too much at a quarter price "steal of a deal." 

Furthermore, the greater the population of a given date and grade in plastic, 
the more the wholesale market tends to be pulled up to an artificial floor 
more dependent on 'market maker' support than collector demand; so eventually 
that AU-58 is out of your price range entirely, even in a legitimate 'deal.' 

It thus becomes specious to talk of the dealer's ability to work on a narrower 
margin with slabbed material --for where is the advantage to a collector of 
modest means, that he can, theoretically, immediately resel 1 that $1200 coin 
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for $1150 (instead of being offered only $120 for the identical $200 coin) 
if he can no longer afford to buy it in the first place? 

Let me give you a more concrete example, naming no names, but assuring 
you that it all happened this way: a nice-looking middle date cent appeared 

at auction in the mid-80's as "MS-63. . .undoubtedly artifically colored. . .ap- 
parently a prooflike early business strike"--in short, not a perfect piece, 
but one that many of you might aspire to own. It sold for $500. After 5| 
years, it reappeared in another auction--now called "Proof-45. . .no wear, but... 
struck on a poor planchet," where it sold for $1760. Priced you out yet? Wait, 
the worst is yet to come: over the next six months it went through a succession 

of no less than four slabs, finally coming to rest as a "63": the same grade 

it carried in the 'loose old days' of the early 80 ' s ! The price now? $7500, 
fifteen times its selling price of just six years ago. Now I know that demand 
for middle dates has gone up--but not that much. Furthermore, that's more 
than four times as much as a knowledgeable buyer paid at public auction six 
months before. In short, it shows the distortion of the traditional supply- 
and-demand market in coins with stunning clarity. 

Yet, just last week, some sort of 'physician's financial blurb' crossed 
my desk, predicting great gains for coins, but only those 'certified by PCGS 
or NGC as MS61 to MS67,' with no explanation of what that shorthand meant-- 
probably trying to look like something right off the stock ticker... Well, 

I'm unconvinced. I'm afraid that the grading problem not only endures into 
the 90 ' s , but that the next comeuppance will make 1981 look like small boys' 
play. 

Knowledge remains your best, your only defense. To that purpose, I urge 
you to avail yourself of all that EAC has to offer, not just P-W but also the 
library, the national and regional meetings, the various subscription services 
offered by EAC members (foremost among them CQR), and most of all, the human 
resource of your fellow club members. In collecting, this is emphatically 
not an age to be flying solo.

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A HISTORICAL VIEW OF THE HARD TIMES TOKEN SERIES, PART 3

The following is a presentation of some of the more famous and/or interest- 
ing political hard times tokens. The purpose here is not to present an exhaus- 
tive list of varieties but to provide historical information concerning the 
images and slogans which appear on the tokens. Those collectors interested 
in pursuing the subject further should obtain copies of Lyman Low's original 
Hard Times Tokens book; Edger H. A dams Plates of Lyman H. Low's Hard Times 
Tokens, which contains excellent photographs of the varieties; and the latest 
edition (now the third) of Russell Rulau's Hard Times Tokens 1832-1844 . 



Low #1 This is the most desirable political hard times token in the series 
among specialist collectors. Although the obverse is interesting, with its 
crude yet striking portrait of Andrew Jackson, the reverse is the more intriguing 
side for me. The two slogans, "The Bank Must Perish" and "The Union Must and 
Shall be Preserved," sum up the two major issues which marked the Jackson years 
quite succinctly. 

This Low number collectively covers three sub-varieties which differ in 
their treatment of Jackson's portrait. In spite auction prices which in the 
last decade have ranged from $1,500 for a damaged piece to $6,000 in the over- 
priced Garrett Sale, only a small number of examples of this variety have been 
offered, mostly in major auctions of hard times token collections. Therefore, 
this variety is probably an R5 on the Sheldon rarity scale. 

Low 3 and 4 These two varieties were struck by the same issuer and are 
quite similar in their overall appearance. They are not quite as interesting 
as Low #1, not nearly as rare, and far more affordable. The obverses feature 
Jackson in a frock coat (Low #3) and a Drapery (Low #4). Both of these motifs 
were intended to show respect to the old general, but in later years, such 
images were used by Jackson's opponents to satirize the President's claim to 
"A Plain System Devoid of Pomp" (Low #12). 
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The reverses of these varieties are from the same die. The reverse of 
Low #4 (illustrated) incorrectly states that Jackson was elected President 
in 1829. He was actually elected in 1828. On Low # 3 , this error was corrected 
by punching over the "9" with an "8". The remains of the 9 (most prominent 
at the top and the ball on the end of the figure) are still visible under ten- 
power magnification. Both of these tokens are fairly scarce and are probably 
R3 1 s on the Sheldon scale. 

Low #8 This variety, which is similar to Low numbers 9, 10 and 11, features 
the runni ng boar image on the obverse; this was also used in political cartoons 
of the period. The obverse is devoted to Jackson's veto of the re-charter 
of the Bank of the United States ("Down with the Bank") and the alleged con- 
sequences of that decision ("Perish Credit, Perish Commerce"). The reference 
to "My Third Heat," which is written across the boar, implied that Jackson's 
opponents feared that he might try to extend his "hog wild" Presidency to an 
unprecedented third term. 

The reverse takes a shot at Jackson's considerable ego, which was certainly 
an inviting target, and the Coinage Act of 1834 which was passed with the Presi-

dent's sponsorship. Jackson's "Substitute for the Bank" was "My Experiment," 
and "My Currency" referred to Jackson's monetary policy, which called for the 
circulation of smal 1 -denomination gold pieces to replace the paper currency 
then in use. A bust of Jackson in his military uniform was intended to give 
the President a pompous image, but as we will see later, the Whigs would find 
the military image most useful when they ran their own general, William Henry 
Harrison, for President in 1840. This token is very common and should be readily 
available in EF or AU condition for less than $50. 



Low #64 This variety was one of several tokens (e.g. Low #'s 60, 61, 

62, and 63) which used a nautical theme to contrast the alleged results of 
the Whig party economic policies with those of Jackson and his successor, Martin 
Van Buren. The obverse of this piece features a ship named "Experiment" wrecked 
and on the rocks with the legend "Van Buren Metallic Currency 1837" around 
the outside. This referred to the gold coinage created by the Act of 1834, 
as well as the Panic of 1837. 


The reverse features a ship named "Constitution" sailing in tranquil waters 
with the legend "Credit Currency," "1841," and "Webster" around the outside. 
"Credit Currency" refers to the responsible lending policies which would help 
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to revive the economy after the Whigs came to power in 1841, and "Webster" 
refers to Daniel Webster, the widely-respected Whig party senator from Massa- 
chusetts. This token is also very common and is readily available. 



Low #55 The Loco-Focos were a group of New York-based radical Democrats 
whose views were disturbing to many political moderates and conservatives. 

As a result, the Whig party tried to paint the entire Democratic party with 
the Loco-Foco brush in order to radicalize the party in the minds of the voters. 

On October 29, 1835, the party regulars and the radical Equal Rights fac- 
tion were meeting at Tammany Hall in New York City. The two factions disagreed 
over a congressional candidate, and the party regulars attempted to silence 
the opposition and end the meeting by turning off the gas lights. The radicals 
lit candles by using their Loco-Foco brand matches and continued their meeting. 

The Loco-Focos opposed monopolies, special privileges, direct taxes, the 
formation of corporations, free trade, and Jackson's economic program because 
they felt that his policies were inflationary. They were divided over the 
issue of slavery, however, because many of their supporters were working class 
people who were afraid that the freed slaves would have a negative effect upon 
jobs and wages. 

Low #55 features a very unattractive female head on the obverse with the 
words "Loco Foco" on her coronet. The implication was that the Loco-Focos 
were not merely unattractive but essentially sub-human. On the reverse, the 
words "Benton Experiment" and "Mint Drop" both refer to the Classic Head gold 
coins. Missouri senator Thomas Hart Benton, who was known as "old bullion," 
proposed the Coinage Act of 1834 which authorized the new gold coinage. 

This is a fairly common token, but it commands a minor premium because 
many collectors become interested in it after they learn about the Loco-Focos. 
Most examples of this piece are poorly struck, and thus pieces which are com- 
paratively well struck and lightly circulated command an additional premium. 
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Low #54 The anti-slavery movement began to really pick up steam in the 
1830' s, and this token was a result of the movement's growth. The obverse 
features a kneeling female slave with the legend, "Am I Not a Woman and a Sister 
* 1838 *" while the reverse resembles the large cent of the period, with the 
standard legend "United States of America"; however, the word "Liberty" and 
the date "1838" appear in the center instead of the denomination. 

This is a common token, but it commands a 10 to 20 percent premium over 
other tokens of a similar rarity because of its subject matter. This token 
became a big hit with a number of the wives at the last EAC convention bourse 
because many of them viewed it as an early women's liberation item. 



Low #51 This token has become famous because of the jackass which appears 
on the obverse. The use of this image was actually a bad pun on Jackson's 
name, and the letters "LL.D" which appear on the animal's side refer to an 
honorary Doctorate of Law which was awarded to the President by Harvard University. 
This action by the Harvard overseers infuriated Harvard alumnus John Quincy Adams, 
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who boycotted the ceremony in Harvard Yard; he would not be a witness to what 
he considered Harvard's disgrace in conferring "her highest literary honors 
upon a barbarian who could not write a sentence of grammar and hardly could 
spell his own name." The celebrated historian, Samuel Elliot Morrison, in- 
cluded a picture of this variety in the plates of volume 2 in his monumental 
three part work. The Oxford History of the American People , where he claimed 
that this token was the origin of the donkey symbol for the Democratic Party. 

The reverse shows Jackson in Military dress brandishing a sword and clutch- 
ing a money bag with the slogan "I Take the Responsibility. This is one of 
several instances in which Jackson's opponents attempted to use his military 
uniform as a way to make him look foolish; later, the Whigs would find that 
the military image would attract many voters to their own cause. 

The legend "The Constitution as I Understand It," "Roman Firmness," and 
"Veto" all refer to Jackson's veto of the bank re-charter bill, and his stub- 
born insistence (like a mule) to make the veto stick. In Roman times, the 
veto had been granted to the lower classes (plebeians) as a way to represent 
their interests in the Roman Senate. 

In spite of this token's historical significance, it is a common variety 
and is very reasonably priced. There is also a crude copy of this piece, Low 
#53, which is almost as common, but it is poorly executed and not as attractive. 



Low #19 This variety and the others which resemble it (Low numbers 17, 

18 and 20) were a sequel to Low #51. During his inaugural address, Van Buren 
said that "I follow in the steps of my illustrious predecessor." Since his 
predecessor had been portrayed as an ignorant, stubborn jackass, it was only 
fitting that Van Burein seemed worthy of a similar label. 

The other side of this design features a tortoise with a strong box on 
its back with the label "Sub Treasury." It also features the slogans Executive 
Experiment" and "Fiscal Agent." This image and these slogans refer to the 
sub-treasury system which was proposed and supported by Van Buren and finally 
approved by Congress in 1840. The purpose of the sub-treasury system was to 
collect, disburse, and safeguard the government funds. The "pet banks" which

had received the government's money after Andrew Jackson had withdrawn it from 
the Bank of the United States had failed miserably in this assignment, and 
had used the government's funds to make even more questionable loans and issue 
more worthless currency. One of the cornerstones of the sub-treasury concept 
was that all of the transactions were to be in hard currency, and this provision 
seemed to be slow and cumbersome (like a tortoise) to those who preferred to 
continue to play things fast and loose with often-questionable bank paper. 

The Whig-controlled Congress repealed the sub-treasury bill in 1841, but 
it was revived in 1846 and continued in operation until 1914. At that time, 
the sub-treasury's duties were assumed by the Federal Reserve which has con- 
tinued to be the government's banker down to the present time. 

All of these tokens, except for Low #17 which is scarce, are common and 
can be found quite easily. 



Low #47 This token and a number of others marked the suspension of specie 
payments by the New York banks, which was the event which triggered the Panic 
of 1837. Faced with a growing liquidity crisis, the banks took this action 
first to preserve their hard assets and second to drive from circulation the 
large number of worthless bank notes or "shin plasters" which were plaguing 
the economy. Soon other banks in Baltimore, Philadelphia, and Boston followed 
suit, and the Panic began in earnest. 

The phoenix and the legends "Substitute for Shin Plasters" and "Novr" 
which appear on this piece refer to the hope that a new and better monetary 
system would rise from the ashes of the old one, if that crop of worthless 
currency or "shin plasters" (good only for bandages) was destroyed. 

Ultimately the banks did agree to resume specie payments on May 10, 1838, 
precisely one year after they were suspended, but that commitment did not last. 
Specie payments were suspended again in the early 1840' s. 

The phoenix and the "May Tenth" slogan appear on Low numbers 45 through 
48, and all of these tokens are common. In addition, the "May Tenth" slogan 
appears with a liberty head design, Low #67, and this variety is also quite 
common.

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EXAMINING THE RARITY RATINGS, PART 6 
Tom Reynolds 

Here we go again with the years 1808-1814 and 1816-1819. For those of 
you who missed Part 1 of this series, I have been a collector of early copper 
for almost 25 years and have been a dealer for almost 10 years. During that 
time, I have kept a 3X5 card on each half cent and large cent that I have owned. 
Information recorded includes denomination, date, variety, sharpness grade, 
net grade, my cost, where purchased, when purchased, date sold, selling price, 
and pedigree information. My data provides information on the relative ease 
of obtaining a variety and of obtaining high grade specimens. My data is biased 
to a degree because of being a dealer. Overdates, error fractions, stemless 
wreaths, etc. are popular and sell well in all grades. 

The varieties of the years 1808-1814 are easily obtainable. The only 
problem comes in obtaining high grade, choice pieces... and having a big check- 
book. 


The middle dates (1816-1839) became popular during the last several years. 
Prior to that, dealers could hardly give them away! Now you are lucky to find 
pieces dated 1816-1834 in VF20 or better at coin shows or coin shops. The 
demand has outstripped the supply! Nonetheless, though middle dates in decent

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Additional Comments: 

The years 1808-1814 are noted for poor quality planchets that wore rapidly 
and corroded. None are currently rated higher than R3. My data is biased 
for 1809 since it is such a popular date and in demand by date collectors. 

I feel that S-285 is very much underrated and should be R3. High grade examples 
of S-286 are impossible. S-291 should also be an R3. If you are a "type col- 
lector," look for an 1812 or 1814. 

The years 1816-1819 include some scarce and popular varieties. All are 
available with time and a little money. 

Although N1 is considered to be the rarest 1816 variety, I have had more 
trouble acquiring N3's. N4, N5, and N9 should be R2. N8 appears to be a sleeper. 

The year 1817 has 17 varieties including 4 mouse tops. Nl, N4, N12, and 
N15 should be R3. Mouse tops in high grade are very difficult to locate. N3 
comes without a mouse about 2 out of 3 times. N7 is very rare without a mouse. 

N8 is very scarce without a mouse. N9 comes without a mouse about 2 out of 
3 times. My data for N17 is biased since I obtained 5 of my 11 pieces from 
one individual . 

The year 1818 has 10 varieties. N3 should be R2. N5 and N8 should be 
R3. N4 should be R4+. I have had trouble locating N2's. Want a high grade 
1818? Pick up an N10. 

The year 1819 has 10 varieties. N3 should be R3. N4 should be Rl. N10 
should be R4 or 4+.

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LATE DATE CENT UPDATE 
Bob Grellman 

Only a few new finds were reported during the past two months. The most 
significant of these were 47N36 (VG-7), 48N32 (VF-20, unconfirmed, possibly 
tied for CC#3), 48N42 (VF-25, lightly corroded, 5 l off center to K-ll), and 
50N20 (35/30- , tied for CC#4). 

I'm currently compiling a population and condition census report for all 
late dates with rim breaks (ORB = obverse rim break, RRB = reverse rim break). 
Most of these interesting die states are extremely rare ( R7), and some are 
presently unique. The unique pieces include 47N11 with two ORBs and one RRB, 
47N28 with RRB, and 50N17 with ORB. Only a few are relatively common, including 
52N6 ORB and 53N14 ORB, but even these pieces are far from common on our rarity 
scale. 

If you have any late dates with rim breaks and have not yet reported your 
holdings to me, please do so now. I hope to have this information compiled 
in time to report the results in the July 1990 edition of Penny-Wise . Please 
send your inputs to me at P.0. Box 951988, Lake Mary, FL 32795-1988, or bring 
your rim break cents to the EAC convention in Orlando so I can check them. 

I think you will be pleasantly surprised to find out how rare your rim break 
cents really are. As usual, all contributors will be acknowledged (unless 
they elect otherwise).

MARIS TO BREEN: A CONVERSION TABLE FOR NEW JERSEY COPPERS

Having purchased a copy of Walter Breen's Encyclopedia of US and Colonial 
Coins, I was amazed at how much information it contained, but frustrated at 
how long it took to match my New Jersey coppers to the appropriate Breen Number. 
One night, I sat down at the computer to make a cross reference chart to convert 
Maris Numbers to Breen Numbers. After several hours, it became apparent there 
were a few I couldn't match, so off went a letter to Walter Breen. I sent 
him a copy of what I had done so far, requested his help in filling in my blanks, 
and asked his permission to send a completed copy to P-W . 

When I received the completed chart, I was surprised to find that Walter 
had added a few items that weren't in his Encyclopedia ; he also corrected two 
errors which occurred in the printing - Breen #888 encompasses six Maris Numbers 
(not seven) and Breen #896 encompasses nine Maris Numbers (not ten). 

Because a lot of the Breen Numbers cover several different Maris Numbers, 

I've taken the liberty of adding letters after the Breen Number, corresponding 
to the Maris Numbers in the sequence used by Walter. I sincerely hope that 
someone else out there will find this chart useful, and keep a copy tucked 
in their Encyclopedia .

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RARE VERMONT CENT FOUND 
ERIK GOLDSTEIN 

A rare Vermont cent was recently turned up in an old 
collection, and will be auctioned by Harmer Rooke with 
the Joseph H. Rose Sale of Large Cents on March 28th, 1990. 

The piece, pictured above, corresponds exactly to one 
described by Sylvester S. Crosby in his book The Early 
Coins of America on page 181. Crosby states there 

"From another pair of dies we have seen but one impression 
which is owned by J. Carson Brevoort of Brooklyn. It is 
much too worn to represent satisfactorily. The legend on 
the obverse encircles the device and date: the hills appear 
to be thickly wooded, the sun rises at the left-on all others 
it is on the right-and a line separates the date from the de- 
vice. Instead of an eye in the centre of the reverse, this 
has the face of a sun: the rays are single pointed and com- 
posed of fine lines of unequal length. Legends , -VERMONTIS 
RES PUBLICA and STELLA QUARTA DECIMA. We have seen two spec- 
imens, apparently counterfeits of that last described, but 
cast, and of very rude workmanship." 

The current find is struck, not cast, and may be over another 
coin. It weighs 8.8 grams, or 136 grains. It shows a high 
wire edge about the dated side, with a series of raised dots 
on the right side. The reverse is slightly off-center with 
only the "Q" and "A" of "Quarta" visible, although the other 
letters are sharp and strong. 

It is entirely possible that this piece which roughly corres- 
ponds to Breen #735, may be the finest known. From Crosby's 
description, it does not appear likely that this is the coin 
once owned by Mr . Brevoort .

Central to the charter. The Articles of Incorporation, and 
the continuing intent of Early American Coppers, Inc., is the 
gathering and dissemination of information about early 
American copper coins.

COLLECTION LISTS 

In 1984 John Wright began an ongoing survey of 1816-1839 cent 
variety collections, currently referred to as THE LIST. In 

1986 John Fettinger began a similar ongoing survey of 1793- 
1814 cent variety collections, now known as THE SCORE. In 

1987 John Frankenfield began an ongoing survey of 1840-1857 
cent variety collections, now called COMMON CENTS. In 1987 
Ed Masuoka began THE 1/200 SURVEY of half cent variety 
collections. In 1989 Mike Packard re-initiated his 1985 
survey of Massachusetts coppers. All five of these surveys 
are ongoing, and are supported by the surveyor and 
contributions from the participants, with full information 
distributed to the participants. 


CONDITION CENSUS 

In 1975 John Wright began an ongoing condition census 
compilation of cent Vcirieties 1816-1839. Del Bland began a 
similar compilation for the 1793-1814 cent varieties around 
1984, for inclusion in Walter Breen's upcoming book. Bob 
Grellman began collecting condition census data on 1840-1857 
cent varieties sometime after 1986. Roger Cohen has been 
gathering condition census data for half cent varieties since 
before the second edition of his book (1982) . 


PHOTOGRAPHY 

In 1984 John Wright began a black and white photo project for 
1816-1839 cent varieties. In 1987 Frank Wilkinson began a 
similar photo project for all half cent varieties. In 1988 
Bill Noyes began a color photo project for condition census 
cents of 1793-1839. 


EAC does not financially support any of these, but EAC does 
formally sanction and encourage the work of each of these 
surveyors, compilers, and photographers. What these people 
are doing is one of the purposes of EAC. We encourage all 
members to participate fully in the census (es) for which they 
qualify.

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SHARING OUR FRUSTRATION 
John G. Fettinger 

There are 154 different early date large cent varieties with rarity levels 
between R1 and R3+. To quote a well known Casey Stengel expression, "You could 
look it up." Each of these varieties is estimated to have over 200 specimens 
with counts for lower rarity levels numbering in the thousands. Why then have 
only 54 major collections with the required minimum of 150 specimens and 24 inter- 
mediate collections with between 50 and 149 specimens been reported to THE 
SCORE? Coincidentally, this phenomenon is also true of THE LIST on middle dates 
wherein there are 178 different varieties between R1 and R3+ but only 51 collec- 
tions reported! What is, or rather what is not going on? Have prices become 
so high that interest in large cents has begun to wane, or have members become 
more concerned with satisfying personal collection needs than cooperating to 
create a data bank of information from which all may ultimately benefit? 

OK, so some of you are still upset because we only share THE SCORE informa- 
tion with those who report the status of their own collections. In short, 
you must give to get! Perhaps this policy seems unfair but if you really feel 
left out, ask yourself whether you would be more inclined to participate if 
you had ready access to our reports. Thus far your lack of reporting cooperation 
speaks eloquently for what might be expected if our information-sharing policy 
was relaxed. Furthermore, what incentive would this communicate to those already 
reporting? Politicians are prone to say, "Some of my friends are for this 

issue while others are against it and I stand with my friends." However, don't 

expect any free rides from us. The next move is up to you! 

Has interest in large cents begun to diminish? If the high prices demand- 
ed at recent sales are an indication, there most certainly is no observable 
decline. If anything, enthusiasm for large cents has increased while other 
segments of the coin market were in the doldrums. I don't like high prices 
any more than you do, but these could not be sustained if demand was weak. 

Perhaps investor interest is in part responsible for current prices, but collec- 
tor demand for high grade and rare specimens also remains a driving force in 
the market. If strong collector activity is indeed a reality, why then this 

reluctance to report? Is there a fear of the adverse consequences of a weaken- 

ed bargaining position if other collectors have as much or more information 
about the early dates as you do? Is this what EAC has become? 

As I sit at the early date recording desk, the data bank for THE SCORE 
has begun to yield much new and interesting information about specimen counts, 
rarity adjustments, variety grade averages, etc. I am even more pleased to 
note that these changes have been accomplished without destroying value, which 
has always been a matter of concern to major collection owners. John Wright 
and J. R. Frankenfield probably derive similar satisfaction from their observa- 
tions of increased data available in THE LIST on middle dates and COMMON CENTS 
on late dates. Wouldn't it be wise to report your collection and thus qualify 
to receive current information in our periodic reports? Fellow collectors 
have obviously found something of value here or they would not continue to 
provide updates on collection changes in order to maintain this service. 

Assuming rarity count assignments are correct, doesn't a minimum of 200 
specimens for each Rl, R2, and R3+ variety indicate a potential for a great 
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many more collections than have been reported to date? Even allowing for dealer 
inventories, duplicates held in anticipation of profit, die state collections, 
etc., we should be able to double the number of collections presently listed. 

Why would any major collector not wish to be part of this recording effort? 

Isn't an open exchange of information what fellowship is all about, or are 
we to believe it is more advantageous to use EAC primarily as a listening post 
for personal gain? Only you can decide whether or not to share your collection 
information with us. For those who are determined to stand alone, it sure 
must be lonely out there looking over your shoulder to see if anyone is gaining 
on you! However, we believe that your sense of fair play ultimately will prompt 
agreement that our combined knowledge and experience can bring an increased 
level of enjoyment to early date collecting. We have waited patiently for 
your census report these past four years. Please let us hear from you soon! 

Editor's Comment: I couldn't agree more! I find it particularly distressing 

to compare our current level of member participation with that in several recent 
collection surveys by The Liberty Seated Collectors Club--viz: 

Quarters, 1986 115 participants 

Half Dimes, 1988 — 102 participants 
Dollars, 1989 109 participants 

--This with a much smaller total membership, and only a fraction of that collect- 
ing all the denominations! So, indeed, let us hear from you!

ASK JOHN 

John D. Wright, NLG 

"Ask John" answers questions about old coppers and about EAC. AJ ques- 
tions can be sent to 1468 Timberlane Dr., St. Joseph, MI 49085. Over the 
years the questions tackled in AJ have gotten deeper and deeper. New member 
Dick McKenzie just sent a marvelous letter that brought me back to the original 
purpose of "Ask John"--basic information for those who want simple answers 
they can't find readily elsewhere, or don't yet know where to look. Thanks, 
Dick, for bringing us 'round full circle.' 

AJ 76: What are NC's? When Wm. H. Sheldon published his first cent book 

EARLY AMERICAN CENTS (1793-1814) in 1949, there were some die combinations 
("varieties") that were known by less than three examples outside museums. 

These he designated as "NonCollectible"--i .e. , not required to consider your 
collection as 'complete.' There were 32 such varieties in 1949, 36 by 1958, 
and 48 today. Naturally, as new die combinations have been identified, so 
have new examples of known rarities. Some of the former 'NC' varieties have 
over two dozen examples known today and are less rare than some of the numbered 
varieties. For further discussion see PENNY WHIMSY pages 49-51. 

AJ 77: What does CQR stand for? Is it useful? CQR is "Copper Quotes 

by Robinson," which is Jack Robinson's once-or-twice-a-year publication of 
large and half cent valuations by variety and grade. Jack follows known trans- 
actions and current auctions to keep his guide current, but since his guide 
is the only such al 1 -in-one-pl ace price reference on LC and HC varieties, it 
unavoidably tends to influence the market it reflects. Seller 'X' has a cent 
that cost him $10. But CQR lists it at $100, so he asks $80 for it. Buyer 
' Y ' sees and likes the coin, which he expected to buy for around $15, but 
it's priced at $80. Checking his CQR he sees the $100 listing and is happy 
to snatch up this $80 bargain. Is CQR useful? Yes, indeed it is — it is the 
most accurate copper variety price guide published. But don't consider CQR 
or any other price guide as the immutable Word of God. A coin is "worth" 
exactly (and only) what somebody is willing to pay for it. The important ques- 
tion is what is it worth TO YOU. CQR is available by subscription from Jack 
Robinson. See his ad in the back of most issues of Penny-Wi se . 

AJ 78: What does one use the Jack Robinson sale catalog for? If useful, 

where does one purchase one? The Jack Robinson and the Robbie Brown sales 
are the two best auction catalogs ever produced for large cent variety collec- 
tions. Each of these are available in three flavors--softbound for $10 to 
$15, hardbound for $80 to $100, and deluxe (with photo plates) for $200 to 
$250. Before you try the secondary market (sellers of used books), contact 
Superior Galleries who published them--they may still have some copies. Both 
catalogs are available for maiil-loan from the EAC Library. They are useful 
for pricing (one that looked like 'this' sold for 'that'), for identification 
(the plates are good), and for a mega dose of penny-peeking for sorely-afflicted 
copperholics (over 3000 large cents between the two sales). Superior is at 
9478 W. Olympic Blvd., Beverly Hills, CA 90212. The EAC Library is in my 
basement--address above. *************

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THERE'S A P. T. BARNUM BORN EVERY MINUTE 
A New Year's Phillipic on the Coin Trade 
Hugh Cooper 


The November 29 issue of Coin World carried a lengthy excerpt from a new 
book by Scott Travers, The Investor's Guide to Coin Trading , to be published 
this month by John Wiley & Sons. He describes a segment of the coin market 
which I have not heard of in detail before. Wall Street terminology and money 
market expressions are used which have no touch with coins. He also talks 
about marketing techniques which are used in the cereal pits and in brokerage 
firms, which could be read in any investment counselling newletter. It is enough 
to crystallize my growing opinion that the coin industry and that lesser included 
offense, collecting, cannot thrive together. 

There is a collecting community which plods along dreaming that it is 
only a matter of time before speculators, investors, and market wizards will 
go away. I doubt they will. The big money folks are here, and one should 
only expect to see their machinations proliferate. Coins are being referred 
to as fungible assets--mere interchangeable gew-gaws, gimcracks, and identifi- 
able discs. Of course to a limited extent this has always been true; the roll 
and bag frenzy of the early 1960s is a good example. But today this means 
single coins as unseen assets. Slabbing has enabled anonymous klunks to buy 
and sell coins they may never see with a high degree of confidence that the 
fungible is as advertised. This means that a person who wants to collect, 
study, and understand coins such as Morgans, Double Eagles, and other generic 
desirables is competing in a synthetic supply and demand market which has nothing 
to do with how many other collectors may want the same coins he wants. There is 
no natural collectors' market in which to buy hyped material. 

Travers uses words this way: "In the rare coin market of the 1980s, the 

biggest potential pitfall was an acquisition risk, or 'buy risk'--the risk 
that a coin buyer wouldn't get the quality he or she paid for." And, "today, 
the greatest risk is a marketplace risk--the risk that a coin acquired at its 
current market price may drop in value substantially after the purchase." He 
does well to define his terms, for he knows damn well that 'acquisition risk' 
and 'marketplace risk' are jargon. Jargon is usually an attempt to dignify 
a commonplace thought or expression. Sometimes it is used innocently, as an 
insider's shorthand mode of expression, generally in a trade or profession-- 
"stat" is an example. But jargon is merely obfuscation when it is directed 
toward an unknowing audience to impress it. Here Travers uses it to introduce 
the idea that, with slabbing, a consistent market can be maintained. The market 
can confidently trade slabbed merchandise and maintain price level s--ijf the 
market-maker dealers can honor their bids. The sudden jolt to the Teletrade 
(ANE) levels last June was not simply a result of supply and demand, but was 
caused by the withdrawal of bids by a few key dealers, "and that points up 
how thin the coin marketplace is, "says Travers. Which is fine with me. He 
means, of course, the investor/speculator ANE marketplace, which is artificially 
supported far above any collector base. His response is that some way must 
and will be found to assure that super-solvent dealers will abound. 

Under the heading, "How to Sell High," he says, "The way to sell coins 
high is to take certified coins, crack them out of their holders, and consign 
them to a dealer for sale at auction. Chances are, the dealer will take attrac- 
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tive color photographs of these coins, give them a nice display in a glossy, 
impressive catalog--and indicate they're in a higher grade." Now we are all 
in favor of breaking coins out of their husks, but only con artists are dedicated 
to the proposition that coins should be encapsulated only if the decision is 
in their favor, on the presumption that some other set of ivory tower graders 
will come closer to their needs and desires. It is a singularly cynical admoni- 
tion to put into a book entitled Investors Guide to Coin Trading , because it 
announces to the mere afficionado that the coi n is not what investors and their 
dealers are trading, but opinions about coins. 

The investor and speculator market is not something which is separate 
and uninvolved with the collector market, whether slabbed or not. It is an 
encroachment on the natural collector supply and demand market. It di storts 
the hobby aspect of the coin industry, and it needs to be put on notice. No 
pure collector should patronize any grading service, because slabbing supports 
an unnatural market. Thus it pained me to see Frank Wilkinson sully his other- 
wise enthralling narrative in the November P-W by saying, "If it weren't for 
the slab and bullion boys, the 'true collectors' could not support those huge 
conventions like the ANA which we love to attend. QED." Quod erat preposterum. 
Quod erat feces. 

You will have noticed that I wrote above, "what investors and their dealers 
are trading." Doesn't that sound strange? I have spoken many times about 
the conflict of interest when a dealer is also a collector. In a brokerage 
situation, the dealer would not own the coins he trades in, but in the coin 
industry, the dealer is not a trader on commission. He is an entrepreneur, 
buying at wholesale for his own account, and selling at an often-unconscionable 
markup. Until dealerships of this sort are eliminated, the seller will be 
cheated, and the buyer will have his hands tied behind him. I am blithely 
unconcerned about the platitudinous reasons we are given for such dealers' 
thievery. The dealer will say he has to buy what is offered him, that he has 
an obligation to support the market, that he pays as dearly as a living margin 
will allow, and that he grades the same when buying as when selling. All too 
often it is a tissue of lies. And even if you know the market perfectly and 
know exactly what you have, including its true grade, such a dealer will say 
that he already has enough, or that he has no customers for it, or he has just 
paid cash for three large collections, or the market has gone bust. Even so, 
he will almost always take it off your hands if you will sacrifice. 

I know there are various types of dealers. There are specialists, some 
of whom know the coins they peddle. There are vest-pocket dealers, and small 
inconspicuous dealers who are either straightforward or are so unambitious 
that they can afford to be honest. There are also dealers who believe they 
are honest and fair because they do what all the rest do, and no worse; since 
they learned their shibboleths on the other side of the counter, they probably 
actually believe the nonsense they mouth. And there are, of course, dealers 
who know that they are dissembling when they say these things. 

At the opposite extreme, there are certain exalted dealerships whose praises 
we sing, particularly where their quality cataloguing gives varieties and even 
die states their due; and yet, we must remember that business considerations 
will ultimately determine how those treasures we so carefully acquire today 
are marketed to the next generation of collectors. If the day comes when it 
is disadvantageous for any large mercantile entity to cater to variety collectors, 
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you may rely upon it, they will not do it. 

I am aware that the current dealer system is so strongly entrenched as 
to have an aura of inevitability to it. But to an outsider with a clear head, 
it should appear to be against reason --especially in the slab market, where 
business can be conducted, "sight unseen" (a particularly offensive expression) 
and once the would-be purchaser realizes that the dealer is constantly buying 
for his own account. But I'm not through with Scott Travers. Listen to him-- 
"Finding bargains in certified coins involves a great deal of judgment, and 
I don't like making generalizations in this area. You really need to consult 
your coin advisor and find someone you can trust implicitly. Many coin dealers 
are reputable, but not all are knowledgeable enough to help you in this area 
in the market. When it comes to these particular types of coins, you really 
need a dealer who's a member of the inner circle." Inner circle dealers are 
those who are affiliated with PCGS and NGC. These are dealers certified by 
dealers. Do you mind! (English accent.) Whenever I hear some genius suggest 
that I get in touch with the "inner circle," I hesitate and wonder whether 
I am listening to Dante Alighieri, Shirley MacLaine, or some other damn mystic. 

At this stage of my inglorious existence, I do not wish to have intercourse^ 
with any inner circle of which I'm not already a member. Outer circles don't 
calm me down much either. The whole business reeks of monopoly, trust, syndicate, 
and Credit Mobilier. 

In sum, I am strenuously opposed to slabbing on the ground that it leads 
to market disruption for collectors. I am also, therefore, opposed to investors 
and speculators because they offend and assault the hobby and its desire to 
cultivate its own garden. And while I'm aware that dealerships, as condemned 
above, will not be eliminated soon enough for me--that slabbing will continue, 
not only because it is very profitable in itself, but also because "inner circle" 
dealers can market slabbed coins efficiently and effecti vely--and finally, 
that there is too much money in the coin industry, and far too much new money 
constantly being sucked in, to expect investors and inspectors to stay the 
hell out, I nonetheless think I should keep these folks aware of my hostility. 

People are fond of saying that you should not criticize if you don't have 
a solution, and that criticism should be constructive. All of which is stupefying 
nonsense. Criticism is essential; 90% of getting a solution to a problem is 
in defining the problem. If you know what's wrong, you're on your way to getting 
it right. And as for constructive criticism, it's a matter of perspective; 
criticism is painful for most folks, no matter how compassionately it may be 
spoken. So I don't know what can be done about the problems I've described, 
except that it is imperative to be aware of them. That should serve as a start.

OUR LARGE CENTS AND THE NAMES APPLIED TO CERTAIN 
VARIETIES OF THEM 

A correspondent asks us for a list of the names for the different heads 
on the large cents, and reason for the same. 

The following names are applied to certain varieties of the U. S. Cents. 
Some of these are appropriate and others far from it, but are often seen in 
catalogues and books. 

Class I. --Chain or Link 1793 

Class II. --Wreath 1793 

Class 1 1 1 . --Liberty Cap 1793 to 1796 inclusive 

Class IV. --Draped Bust 1796 to 1807 inclusive 

Class V. --Turban Head 1808 to 1814 inclusive 

Class VI. --Coronet Head 1816 to 1839 inclusive 

Class VII .--Braided Hair .... 1839 to 1857 inclusive 

Each of the above names are easily understood and speak for themselves. 

The Obverse of Class I shows the head of Liberty with loosely flowing 
fine hair. On Class II the hair is much heavier and separated into tresses. 
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Maris in his classification of the varieties of the 1794 cents, first 
published in 1869, and amended in 1870, employed thirty different names to 


designate the varieties, (Class III) which, although often absurd and highly 
confusing, have become so firmly attached to the different cents of this year 
as to become permanent and recognized by most authorities on this issue, as 
follows : 

Maris 1 . — 1 793 Head. 

2. --Double Chin. 

3. --Sans Milling. 

4. — Tilted 4. 

5. --Young Head 

6. --The Coquette. 

7. --Crooked 7. 

10. --Pyramidal Head. 

11. --Many Haired. 

12. --Scarred Head. 

13. --Standless 4. 

14. --Abrupt Hair. 

15. --Separated Date. 

17. --The Ornate. 

18. --Venus Marina. 

20. --Fallen 4. 

Certainly a good assortment to pick from. 

This classification was followed by Doughty, but not by Hays-Frossard 
in their work. 

In 1795 (Class III) we have "The Jefferson Head," a counterfeit, but asso- 
ciated with the regular series. It is probably called "Jefferson Head" for 
the same reason as the Guinea pigs, because they are not pigs and do not come 
from Guinea. This cent is not a genuine cent, nor does the head resemble Jeffer- 
son, being a counterfeit struck — or rather cast, about the year 1803. ( Editor 1 s 
Note : Not so! See Breen's Encyclopedia , pp. 187-8.) 

Class IV. --"Draped Bust" are also known as "Fillet Head." The first name 
has generally been accepted to distinguish this style of head. 

In 1803 occurs a variety known as the "Unicorn," from an imperfection 
having the appearance of a horn, extending outward from the center of the fore- 
head of Liberty. 

Another variety in the same year (1803) is styled the "Scarred Neck" from 
the peculiar mark on the neck of Liberty. This is the Obverse die employed 
in the well known "Mint restrike" of the cent of 1804.

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In 1807 we find the "Comet" variety, so called from the flake out of the 
die behind Liberty's head. 

In 1814 occurs a variety known as the "double-chin" and sometimes as the 
"bearded head," from a defect in die under the chin of Liberty. 

In 1817 occurs a variety known as the "crowned head" from a peculiar break 
in the die, just above the hair, which it has been said was made on purpose 
by an Englishman employed in the Mint, to represent Liberty crowned. Like 
other stories it is probably a myth. 

In 1839 are two varieties known as the "Silly head" and "Booby head" from 
the expression on face.

ANOTHER TIME, ANOTHER PLACE

He had just gotten off his work shift and arrived home. While he and 
his wife were engaged in the normal daily chit-chat all married couples share, 
she said, "the package you've been expecting came this afternoon." He bolted 
from the room and headed for his study, his excitement growing with each step. 
There on his desk lay the package. He picked it up and began to carefully 
open it. It had been four months since he had ordered it from a new dealer 
in Omaha and he'd almost given up hope. He actually had expected a letter 
informing him the 1801 large cent had already been sold. But with the arrival 
of the package, all his mental anguish immediately dissipated. The wait was 
worth it. It was difficult working this current assignment, but the career 
and monetary rewards far outweighed the inconveniences. . .even though it hindered 
him in his favorite pursuit, collecting early United States large cents. 

He carefully opened the package and his disappointment quickly re-material- 
ized. What was this? The package didn't contain the 1801 large cent he had 
expected. Instead, 1802 and 1807 large cents in the new style electrostati- 
cally sealed coin flips were enclosed. His disappointment changed back again 
to excitement. Wow! a 1802 and a 1807. But wait, he already had large cents 
with these dates. What variety were these? His body shook as he gingerly 
put the flips on the desk and picked up the enclosed letter. It read: 

2431.10 

Dear Ted: 

Received your letter just this morning. I'm 
sorry to inform you that the 1801 S-221, corrected 
fraction large cent was sold right after I 
advertised it about two and one half months ago. I 
know this will be a great disappointment to you, 
since I can relate to ordering material at great 
distances from the source. I served in the military 
a number of years ago and as such, was stationed all 
over the place. Therefore, I am very sensitive to 
your plight, having experienced similar disappoint- 
ments numerous times. 
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Damn, he thought. Another "Sorry, you're too late" reply. He had been 
looking forward eagerly to filling that specific variety hole in his 1801 series 
for a number of years. And, when he had seen the S-221 advertised... But 
wait a minute--he had forgotten about the two large cents. He continued to 
read. 

Hence, I've taken the liberty to open an 
account in your name and have credited it with the 
amount you sent. As a dealer specializing in early 
American cooper, I acquire a fair amount of items on 
a regular basis. After filling on-file want lists 
and special requests, I advertise the remainder in 
the various numismatic trade journals. The material 
sells rapidly. 

So, when I purchased the 1802 and 1807 large 
cents the same day I received your letter... Well! 

I felt you might like first chance at buying them. 

I hope this eases some of your understandable dis- 
appointment. 

If you decide to keep them, I will require an 
additional 8,770 $CR's, 770 for the 1802 and 8,000 
for the 1807. If you don't keep both, will deduct 
the return shipping costs from your account due 
and/or retain/refund per your instructions. If you 
would like to continue our relationship, recommend 
you send me a want list. 

A fellow copper enthusiast, 

Tom 

Well, that was really decent of him... taking the chance of my not wanting 
them, knowing full well he won't be able to realize his normal profit margin 
based on the time involved if I don't take them. 

He picked up the 1807 and saw that it was actually an overdate 1807/6. 

His excitement returned. Now what variety was that? He slipped his copy of 
Sheldon's Penny Whimsy into the video playback unit and deftly went through 
the menus until he came up with. . .S-273. Yes, it was a match. And better 
yet, he needed it. It was only a rarity one, but for some reason type collec- 
tors sought out overdates more often than other dates. Therefore, a 1807/6 
had always eluded him. 

A warm glow spread through him. This made all those long tedious work 
shifts worth it. To come home, relax, and just putter with his copper collec- 
tion. It was really great to be alive. He was about to check the variety 
on the 1802 when the station intercom announced, "All Alpha2 team docking per- 
sonnel are to report to dock number eight immediately." Damn, he thought. 

It was ahead of schedule. They had been cautioned it might be arriving early. 
But then, who said being stationed on Space Station 2N17 - Pegasus quadrant 
was going to be a piece of cake? 

As he moved through each successive airlock, he mentally congratulated 
himself on joining that old earth coin group, the Early American Coppers Club. 

It was in their bi-monthly journal where he had found Tom's advertisement. 
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Things were looking up; he radiated the equivalent of a smile and then directed 
his attention to the job at hand, his tentacled limbs skillfully manipulating 
the docking collar controls.

OPEN LETTER TO THE MEMBERSHIP 
Mervin R. Feick, II 

It has been just over a year since I joined E.A.C., and I felt that it 
was time to drop a few lines. I have heard recently that some of the new members 
feel that E.A.C. does not have that much to offer its membership. Well, I 
would like to address that issue. 

Prior to joining E.A.C. , I collected most of the issues of U.S. coins. 

I had a few coppers, but never knew much about them. I had acquired a rather 
extensive library along the way, and one day when I bought a used copy of Newcomb's 
work, I discovered a new application for a club calling itself E.A.C. That 
application sat gathering dust for about 2-3 months while I tried attributing 
the few middle dates that I had. When I got to the late dates I knew that 
I was in trouble with the Newcomb book. I decided to see what this organization 

was about and see if they just might be able to help me. Boy was I surprised! 

It wasn't long before I had information in hand, along with an offer to call 
or write if I needed any help. I took the initiative and made some phone calls 
to several of the members, who were all willing to talk and help out the new 
kid on the block. It wasn't long after joining that I had occasion to meet 

Rod Burress and Tom Reynolds at a local show in St. Louis. Rod had brought 

me several reference books and attribution guides to purchase. Then, on top 
of lugging these volumes all the way from Cincinnati, he actually took the 
time to sit down and discuss coppers with me and showed me how to use the material 
I had just purchased! I also sat at Tom Reynolds' table and talked to him, 
all the while secretly drooling over all the exceptional coppers he had with 
him. While I was sitting there, several E.A.C. members happened by Tom's table 
and Tom introduced me to each one as a new member. Everyone was very nice 
and each one of them offered advice and some very valuable information. What 
a way to be greeted! 

Not too long ago, I had occasion to contact yet another prominent member,

has grown from 4-5 pieces to well over 90 different varieties. My library 
has doubled its size, with 3 shelves dedicated strictly to coppers.

The current books, 
that have either been written or are in the process of being written, are amaz- 
ing. And even more amazing is the fact that these authors are all E.A.C. members 
and make themselves available to other members for both written and verbal 
correspondence. If a member is not getting much from E.A.C., then that member 
is not putting forth much effort. Effort--what an interesting idea! 

Let me give just one example of how a little effort can pay off. Since

an 1830 N-10 in nice, no problem F-12. What a payoff!! 

So come on, members! Get out those books and use them; call some of the 
older, more experienced members; attend meetings; read your back issues of 
P-W; and put forth the effort to get everything out of E.A.C. that it has to 
offer. I guarantee that if you do, you will wonder how E.A.C. can do all it 
does for the very small amount of our dues. What an investment!

LETTER TO THE EDITOR: A REPLY TO JOEL SPINGARN 

(See P-W #135, November, 1989, page 369) 

Denis W. Loring 

1. "X's"— I agree with Harry: random defacement, maybe trying out a 

new knife. An "X" is perhaps the most basic mark. Example: when an illiter- 

ate individual "signs" a document, the "signature" is an X. 

Editor's comment: Or, to make the same point more whimsically, Hugh Cooper' 
letter of November 20: "You suppose it is 'random defacement.' But when I 
think back to my semi-rural youth in Ohio, I recollect that when certain of 
the yokels learned to write they were so proud that they autographed everything 
they got hold of. There are X's on everything, all over Ohio. And I will 
wager that the same is true in every state which is attempting to improve the 
education of its populace. Indeed it is my understanding after all the reading 
I have done about early America, that folks were educated at least as well 
then as they are now. Naturally they would have been anxious to practice their 
calligraphy on the few big pennies which came their way." 

2. Porosity: The planchets, with rare exceptions at best, were not porous 

originally. The comment, "struck on a porous planchet," is a seller's way 

of saying, "I'm not responsible for this coin being porous, so maybe I can 
convince you it was made that way and charge you the same as I could for a 
smooth one." Porosity is usually the result of moisture reacting with the 
unalloyed copper used to make the early cents. The different impurities present 
in the various planchet stocks, plus the many different types of oxidizing 
agents that have had nearly 200 years to do their damage, plus the different 
things — from exposure to immersion to burial--that could have happened to the 
cent, all have combined to form the myriad variations of surfaces and color 
that we see today. 

3. Walter Breen, Del Bland, and I discussed the S-121's back in the mid- 
1970s, and agreed unanimously that "S-121a" was a legitimate subvariety. We 
saw no reason to consider them freaks. The unique 1794 NC-4 was considered 
legitimate by Dr. Sheldon; why shouldn't the half-dozen or so 121a ' s be granted 
similar status? And Harry, I respectfully disagree--is gripped edge/plain 

edge really that different from Edge of '93/Edge of '94? Whatever turns you on. 
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Editor's comment: To me, the difference vis-a-vis Edge of 1 93/Edge of 

'94 is one of commission vs. omission; in the one instance, different dies were 
deliberately applied to the "third side of the coin"; in the other, the usual 
edge treatment was simply omitted. And if 1 2 1 1 s 'with' and 'without' are legi- 
timate subvarieties, why not 134 ' s with and without the grip marks?
